by Conant Brothers, prominent Maine potato growers

HORTLY before the 1955 plant- 

ing season, some 75 carloads of 
certified seed potatoes moved out of 
the three Presque Isle, Maine, potato 
storage houses of Tom and Frank 
Conant, known business-wise as the 
Conant Brothers. 

Katahdin shipments went to potato 
growers everywhere ; while the earlier 
Cobblers traveled to Florida, through- 
out the South, and up the eastern 
seaboard to Long Island. 

When it comes to growing potatoes 
in Maine, the acreage of the individual 
farm is high compared to the average 
farm of the East. Combining the 
acreage from their two farms into a 
partnership, Tom and Frank have 422 
acres, Their 1954 crop consisted of 
145 acres of Katahdins and 78 acres 
of early Cobblers. Behind them lies 
a lifetime of growing potatoes, and 
their dad raised potatoes before them. 

Raising certified seed potatoes is 
done under strict supervision and 
inspectors check frequently, even dur- 
ing the actual digging. Each year they 
order a carload of certified seed 
potatoes from the State Seed Board, 
which does an excellent job of test- 
ing and certifying seed, developing

new varieties, and working with the 
Maine potato grower. 

Tom and Frank started their plant- 
ing May 3, using 20 barrels of seed 
to the acre and planting 534 inches 
apart in the row in order to get the 
small seed potatoes desired. They 
apply 1,600 pounds of 10-15-15 to

Spraying is rather a strenuous pro- 
gram. Under this past year’s unusu- 
ally wet weather, blight was their 
worst enemy and their program called 
for spraying a 53 per cent neutral 
copper for blight control, with nearly 
a dozen applications throughout the 
season. 

On June 20 the Conants started 
after potato bugs with applications of 
25 per cent DDT. Several applica-

Accomack has 139,844 acres in farm- 
land. 

Yet in 1949, in the entire United 
States, Northampton County was 
fifth in acreage devoted to tomatoes, 
seventh in snap beans, nineteenth in 
strawberries. In the same year Acco- 
mack County was fourth in snap 
beans, fifth in sweetpotatoes, and 
thirteenth in tomatoes. 

The increase in acreages on the 
Eastern Shore in some vegetables has 
been spectacular in recent years. Fore-

of potatoes has partly influenced the 
diversification found in the Virginia 
vegetable industry. In this respect, 
the vegetable grower is in a more 
fortunate economic situation than a 
generation ago when the truck crop 
industry in Virginia was a potato 
economy. 

Truck crops have grown steadily in 
financial returns to the farmers of 
Virginia. In 1952, the cash income 
from truck crops reached the highest 
value ever recorded, over $36 million.

Growers learn of new methods and important

REENHOUSE vegetable grow- 
ers of Ohio met at their Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station May 12 
for their annual Greenhouse Vege- 
table Day. 

Dr. F. S. Howlett, head of Ohio 
State University’s department of hor- 
ticulture, told visiting growers that 
steaming makes more nitrogen and 
potash available in greenhouse soils. 
Also, the higher the temperature of 
steaming, the greater the amount of 
available nitrogen and potash. Little 
of these elements is removed by leach- 
ing the soils following sterilization. 

The availability of manganese fol- 
lows the same pattern. With mag- 
nesium the reverse is true. This seems 
logical since the availability of mag- 
nesium varies inversely with that of 
potash. In other words, as more 
potash is available in the soil, as after 
sterilization, less magnesium is avail- 
able. Every greenhouse grower should 
make soil and foliage tests to de- 
termine how much fertilizer he really 
needs for his crops. 

Injury to tomato plants sometimes 
results from steam sterilization. The 
injury is more common on new soils. 
This may be due to steam releasing

extra large quantites of manganese 
which is toxic to the plants. Leaching 
helps remove excess manganese, and 
liming helps counteract its injurious 
effects to tomato plants. 


Howlett, in his discussion of 
mulches, showed that wheat straw is 
lowest in nitrogen and potash, while 
peanut hulls are highest in these two 
elements. Highest yields of tomatoes 
at the station have been obtained with 
mulches of peanut hulls or straw 
manure. Clover chaff has given the 
lowest yields. 


A striking example of what can 
be done to control mosaic on tomatoes 
was exhibited by Dr. Blair Janson, 
plant pathologist. Precautions were 
taken in one-half of a greenhouse to 
prevent the occurrence and spread of 
the virus; on the other side of the 
aisle no precautions were followed. 
While the latter half of the house was 
severely infected with mosaic, the 
other was almost completely free. 


Janson suggested sanitation meas- 
ures to follow to grow mosaic-free 
tomatoes. First, use no tobacco in the 
houses at any time, as tobacco mosaic 
spreads to the tomatoes through the 
smoke as well as by handling plants. 
Workers should wear fresh-laundered 
clothing. Clean vibrators should be 
used for pollination, and never taken 


from one house to another unless 
thoroughly cleaned and sterilized. A 
separate house should be used for 
plant growing and taken care of by 
one man to prevent bringing in of 
virus. Any plant that shows signs of 
mosaic should be removed carefully 
so as not to touch other plants and 
burned outside the house. 


Another problem with greenhouse 
tomatoes is blotchy ripening, the 
cause of which no one exactly knows. 
Dr. J. P. Jones pointed out that tem- 
perdture seems to have a part in its 
severity. One greenhouse that was 
held at very warm temperatures 
yielded only 28 blotchy fruits out of 
182 picked. Another house kept on 
the cool side turned out 69 blotchy 
fruits in 138 picked. Low potash in 
the soil may also increase the severity 
of blotch. Some varieties show more 
blotch than others, and virus diseases 
may be linked with the trouble. 


While not ready for use as yet, 
antibiotics appear to be effective in 
controlling bacterial wilt of cucumber. 
Dr. H. C. Young reported favorable 
results along this line. 


Pollination is a major task in 
greenhouse tomato growing. Dr. I. C. 
Hoffman reported that plants grow 
better, and bloom and mature earlier 
when grown at relatively high night 
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temperatures. In a warm house held 
at 62°-63° F. and when tomatoes 
were pollinated every day the fruit set 
was 82.9 per cent. In the cool house 
held at 57°-58° F. the fruit set was 
only 73.5 per cent. 

Another approach to tomato pol- 
lination was reported by Dr. R. B. 
Neiswander, station entomologist. Dr. 
Neiswander is now growing his sixth 
crop under honeybee pollination. Due 
to the fact that the tomato flower is 
very low in nectar, it is hard to get 
the bees to work. However, if bees 
are well fed, they work better. 

He keeps a sugar solution and a 
pollen supplement before the bees at 
all times until the tomatoes bloom. 
This food is reduced somewhat after 
bloom begins, but is not removed. He 
also reported that Caucasian bees 
work longer hours and at cooler tem- 
















In that year truck crops constituted 
15.6 per cent of the state’s total in- 
come from crops, and was exceeded 
only by tobacco. 

Serving the interests of the truck 
crop industry is the Virginia Truck 
Experiment Station. This state-sup- 
ported research agency has developed 
over a period of 48 years in a rather 
unique manner. 

The years between 1900 and 1910 
were very critical ones. As transpor- 
tation facilities expanded south and 
west, Virginia lost its competitive 
advantage in the northern markets. 
Furthermore, long years of continu- 
ous planting to vegetable crops had 
introduced many cultural, disease, 
and insect problems. The progressive 
growers in the Norfolk area saw the 
need for fundamental knowledge that 
could be applied toward the solution 
of their problems. 

In 1907 the Virginia Truck Experi- 
ment Station was established through 
co-operative agreement between the 
Southern Produce Company, a mar- 
keting organization of Norfolk area 
growers, and the Virginia State Board 
of Agriculture. 

In 1913 the Eastern Shore Experi- 
ment Station was established as a 
ubstation in lower Accomack Coun- 
y. The Virginia Truck Experi- 
ment Station has been, since 1920, 
a1 autonomous agency of the Com- 
monwealth, supported by direct ap- 
ropriations. A five-man board of 
lirectors boasts three members se- 
keted from grower organizations. 
_ Many of the station’s contributions 
lave been tangible. For example, the 
levelopment of the blight-resistant 
pinach varieties, Virginia Savoy and 
0ld Dominion, made it possible for 
stern Virginia to continue spinach 
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peratures than Italian bees, and do a 
better job of pollination. 


One major problem in bee pollina- 
tion is the fact that they must be 
removed when the greenhouse is 
sprayed or fumigated to control insect 
pests. Then when the bees are re- 
turned, it is difficult to get them to 
work on tomato flowers again. Com- 
mercially this problem can be worked 
out by moving bees from one section 
of the range to another while fumi- 
gating. 

What is the best way to keep a 
tomato after it is picked? Dr. E. K. 
Alban told growers that tomatoes can 
be held best and longest at tempera- 
tures between 50° and 60° F. If 
ripening is necessary, temperatures of 
60° to 70° can be used, but life of the 
tomato is shortened. THE ENp

production. It developed the Vates 
strains of kale and collards, now 
grown to the exclusion of all others in 
Virginia. 

Its new sweetpotato variety, the 
Vates Golden, is successfully replac- 
ing the Maryland Golden in the East- 
ern Shore section. 

The joint release in 1950 by the 
USDA and the truck station of 
the Irish potato variety, Pungo, has 
given good promise as a replacement 
of the Cobbler in Virginia. Finally, 
the new strawberry, Pocahontas, re- 
leased in 1953 by the USDA and the 
truck station, is creating great interest 
in Virginia as a productive, high- 
quality berry. 


Diversification in the Future 


What is the future of the Virginia 
truck crop industry? Eastern Vir- 
ginia, with the oldest commercial 
vegetable production area in_ the 
United States, will stay in business, 
adapting to whatever changes come 
along. We know that the per capita 
consumption of some important crops, 
such as Irish potatoes and sweet- 
potatoes, has declined. The answer to 
this is diversification and increased 
production of vegetables for which 
there is a rising demand. 

The trend of consumption in the 
United States is toward increased 
utilization of processed vegetable 
products. There is opportunity for 
expansion in vegetable processing in 
Virginia. 

Whatever changes may be in store 
for eastern Virginia’s truck crop 
industry, the four basic requirements 
for a vegetable production area—a 
favorable climate, good soils, depend- 
able markets, and adequate transpor- 
tation—will remain. THe Enp

tions were required during the sum- 
mer. Twice applications of parathion 
were made, Two weeks before harvest 
all acreage was sprayed with a Geigy 
top killer, using two gallons to the 
acre. They use a John Bean mounted 
300-gallon sprayer. 

The Conant Brothers claim the 
hardest work handling potatoes is 
during the digging. The entire farm 
is turned into a madhouse with truck- 
loads of potatoes headed for either 
the farm potato house or the two 
Conant potato houses on railroad 
siding several miles away. Conant 
yields averaged 180 to 190 barrels, 
or approximately 540 to 570 bushels 
to the acre. An International two-row 
digger is used. 

During harvest, hoists mounted 
on trucks lift the barrels from ground 
to truck body. The Conant trucks 
carry 36 barrels at a load. 


The neat Conant farm storage 
house is a low two-decker that holds 
4,000 barrels on the main floor and 
another 8,000 barrels in basement 
bins. The crew averages 1,500 barrels 
harvested and stored daily. This 
potato house is well insulated, and 
with a single wood stove, they keep 
the temperature at an even 38° 
throughout the winter. A fan operates 
continuously to circulate air through- 
out the building. 


Grading and sacking is another big 
job. All potatoes from 1% to 3% 
inches are graded according to size. 
The small potatoes are excellent for 
muckland growers while the 1% to 
2% are just right for splitting in 
half. Seed potatoes are cleaned only 
if they are dirty like the 1954 crop 
taken from muddy soil. 

Sales, made through potato brok- 
ers, generally go by the carload lot in 
100-pound bags. 


Their rotation program is potatoes 
two years, then a crop of oats and 
clover before planting again to pota- 
toes. This past season they sowed a 
sideline crop of 25 acres of Improved 
Clinton 3#£59 oats and 25 acres of 
Clarion, harvesting several carloads. 


By the time the Conant Brothers 
have finished grading and shipping 
75 carloads of certified seed potatoes, 
it’s time to think about planting their 
own. Growing potatoes in Maine re- 
quires a lot of hard work and taking 
a chance. 


As the Conant Brothers say, “It 
takes good seed, good fertilizer, good 
spraying, good care all through—and 
good weather, too.” It’s philosophy 
like this that has made Aroostook 
County potato-famous throughout the 
world.
